It clearly 
caused a chill in the hopeful at-

game of golf can make a good golf 
swing. I have taken many pupils 
absolutely strange to the game, who 


benefit to the reader of these articles 
of mine, new theories on 
play golf, is that they may put him 
on what I call the “defensive” in 
folf. I want to bring my pupils away 
from that very thing. 

I want them to be, not on the de- 
fensive, but on the offensive, They 
should go after that ball agagressive- 
ly, meaning to hit it, and then do 
that thing—hit it. 

They should not think of all tha 
things they have been taught about 
making a golf swing, as I fear it 
will favor their “falling back” from 
the shot, and not “charging into it.” 
I want the power of the body and 
swing to follow right through with 
the clubhead. Usually, unfortuiate- 
ly .the club is going after the ball 
while the body is falling away from 
it. “Punch” at it with “force.” 

The only explanation of action 
with me is to hear trom the pupils 
just how the last stroke felt. If he 
felt as though he were making a 
good shot, if all the paris of his body 
felt in their natural positions, then 
I'll wager it was a good shot. If the 
player feels it was good, it generally 
was good. 

The player should not draw con- 
clusions from the appearances of the 
shots. If he slices, he thinks of all 
the ways he has read that this fauit 
can be corrected. In trying to avoid 
a slice next time, he's likely to slice 
the shot again, or to make another 
misplay. That’s because he has been 
thrown on the defensive. 

Problems about the arms and 
wrists come te the fore early in mak- 
ing a golf sewing. There are very 
few mortals, if any in my opinion. 
able to impart knowledge to most 
puptis on just how to play a goit 
stroke. 

Buppose J weigh 296 pounds and 
am six feet tail. 1 am very powerful, 
again supposing, You are 4 women, 
perhaps, and only weigh about 126 
pounds. You are only 6 feet, 6 inehes 
tall, and not so strong. I make a 
golf shot one way, and perhaps J 
can make them, due to my physique 
and natural tendency toward golf, 

Suppose my method of making a 
golf shot is correct for me, as ‘t 
must be, inasmuch es my pe are 
all right. But they will never rit 
your physique et all, But J natur- 
ally explain them to you carefully, 
endeavor to make them fit your 
physique. You feel you might make 
4 g00d shot that wey--some dey-— 
but meantime you grow impatient 
and perhaps seek other advice rudi- 
cally different. 

I am not teaching golf any more 
for a living, and am aot looking fer 
pupils, se this isn’t just business en- 
terprise. I am writing these articles 
as the result of pressure frum may 
sources and former pupils who be- 
lieve that I have @ very fundamental 
theory for golfers and want me to 
tell it to you all, 

It 1s simply--be netural. When!
